JEWEL MARA IS 
BELIEVER IN 
VALUE OF VETCH 
Jewel Mara, member of the 
Allison 
Conservation 
G r o u p , 
whose farm is located six miles 
^ east of Decatur, is a strong be­ 
liever in vetch as a soii-building 
ami grazing crop. 
Last summer 
Mr. Mara had IO acres of brush 
and trees bull-dozed from an old 
field. 
The IO acres were then 
phosphated and seeded to vetch 
in the fall. 
Recently Mr. Mara 
stated: “ I started grazing this 
field is early fall and grazed it 
until April 10th with 30 sheep, 
20 goats and IO calves. The only 
suppl'vnental feed used was IO 
bales cf hay which was not eaten. 
I got a 90% lamb crop that 
topped the market at 4 months 
of age. 
The ewes were sheared 
May 1st, and made 13 pounds of 
wool per sheep. 
My vetch kept 
growing and made runners a 
foot long under this heavy graz­ 
ing.” 


‘I 
think vetch 
is the best 
grazing crop I have ever grown,” 
continued Mr. Mara. “ I have no­ 
ticed that crops following phos­ 
phated vetch are so much better 
that I can tell almost to the line 
where vetch 
was 
grown 
the 
previous year.” 
The stock was removed from 
the field April IO since it 
is 
planned to harvest a seed! crop. 
Mr. Mara plans to increase his 
vetch acreage by additional seed­ 
ing this fall. 
Lewis Pounds 
of 
the 
Oak 
Grove Conservation 
Group 
is 
another Denton-Wise District co­ 
operator who has been receiving 
grazing as well as soil building 
benefits from vetch. Mr. Pounds 
states, “ I have ll acres of volun­ 
teer vetch that has been grazed 
since last fall by 14 heifers and 
two horses. 
During the 
past 
months they couldn’t keep it 
down so I added three more cows 
which makes a total of 19 head 
that have been grazing the 
l l 
acres during the past month.”

God's Terrible Answer 
G OD HAD AN ANSWER for Hab- 
akkuk, but it did not satisfy 
him at first; indeed it disturbed 
him deeply, for the answer looked 
worse than the original problem. 
The essence of it was this (Hah. 
2:5-11): God had indeed teen the 
wicked ways of the nation of Judah, 
and was going to punish the whole 
country by defeat in war. He was 
bringing 
up 
against 
them 
the 
Babylonians (Chaldeans), an ag­ 
gressive, fighting, ruthless nation. 
Sooner or later Babylon and Judah 
would clash, and then—Smash! 
• • • 
The Prophet Still 
Asks Questions 
HABAKKUK KNEW very well 
what the Babylonian armies 
were like and what they had been 
doing. But could it be true that 
God would actually make use of a 
wicked nation like Babylonia? God 
was “of purer eyes than to behold 
evil;" how then could a good God 
use the cruel violence of godless 
armies, even for a righteous pur­ 
pose? 
The 
Babylonians were not 
God’s 
people—they 
did 
not 
worship him or know him. How 
could God use his enemies to 
punish his own people? 
Does 
God justify the means by the 
end? 
Does God do evil that 
good may come? 
Habakkuk, in short, was troubled 
by exactly the same kind of ques­ 
tions that have always arisen when 
men who believe in a righteous 
God ponder the meaning of the 
power of evil. 


Fait]* Comes Through 
HABAKKUK never did 
get a 
complete, logical answer to 
his doubts. What he did get was 
something more valuable. It was 
a two-fold answer. First, 
WAIT 
And SEE. (2:1-3.) The crushing 
of Judah by Babylon would not bo 
tho last chapter of history. God 
has yet to settle his account with 
Babylon, and “God does settle all 
his accounts in October.” 
Tho other part of the answer is: 
THE 
JUST 
SHALL 
LIVE 
BY 
FAITH The meaning here (2:4) 
is that there are two kinds of life, 
two types of character, two sorts 
of men. One is the man of pride 
and unfaith, the other is the man 
of faith. Ufi£*lth kills, faith makes 
alive. Unfaith trembles and fails, 
faith endures. 
So it Is with mea and na­ 
tions. At that time yon might 
have thought, Babylon will sur­ 
vive, Judith has no chance. But 
in tho light et history, we knew 
it was Babylon that perished, 
Judah that endured. Godlesa- 
aeas may have terrible power, 
but since ti Is godlessness, it 
has no final power against the 
real God. 
So Habakkuk who began by ask­ 
ing questions, came out into glor­ 
ious faith. The great poem with. 
which his book closes Is a bold 
confession of faith No longer com­ 
plaining, he cries out, “The Lord 
God is my strength!”
